SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supplies  under  the  control  of  the  Council  are 
periodically  inspected  and  kept  under  observation  throughout  the 
year . 

Whilst  a number  of  the  supplies  are  deficient  in  quantity 
they  are,  in  the  main,  satisfactory  in  quality. 


Some  25  bacteriological  samples  were  teken  of  which  4 were 
for  chemical  purposes. 

FOOD  & DRUGS  ACT,  1938 

All  animals  intended  for  food  are  slaughtered  at  the 
Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse  which  is  situated  within  the  U.D.C. 
area. 

A small  amount  of  bottled  and  canned  food  was  condemned. 
CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

In  general  the  closet  accommodation  is  of  the  dry  type.  In 
villages  where  the  water  supply  is  sufficient,  a small  number  of 
houses  have  been  provided  with  water  closets  which  are  connected  to 
cesspools  or  septic  tanks. 


REFUSE  REMOVAL 


A contract-method  of  refuse  removal  is  in  operation  in  part 
of  the  district  and  the  refuse  is  deposited  at  one  tip  which  is 
centrally  situated. 

CAMPING  SITES 

During  the  summer  there  were  several  campers  in  the 
neighbourhood  but  not  at  any  time  were  they  in  sufficient  numbers 
to  justify  any  piece  of  land  being  declared  as  a general  camping 
ground.
